Miss Gould's outward self, this artl- 
cl#»gIvGs little Idea. "I was asked by 
Interested friends." the writer. Ruth 
Puller Field, says 
after 
describing 
her first interview with her future 
employer, "about my 
Impressions— 
about her dress, her hair and other 
details so important to the average 
woman. 
. . . There were only two 
impressions left In my memory—her 
eyes, so wonderful In their kindness 
and yet 
so 
keen, 
. . . and 
the 
luminous depths of a solitaire pearl 
ring she wore. The gray of her eyes 
and the same color in the ring har- 
monized perfectly 
In 
their 
appear- 
ance of cold and reserved sympathy." 


It ih with the woman herself that 
this article deals, and very truly one 
feels as one reads It. 
A serious, 
quiet, almost shy woman, very cap- 
able. very conscientious. 


"Miss Gould has the faculty." says 
Miss Field, "of giving her mind to 
two things at once, each receiving ab- 
solute attention. 
She Is quick in her 
decisions and definite In her answers. 
In submitting letters to her the ones 
of greatest importance were touched 
upon first, as she was liable to close 
the interview very abruptly. 
I do 
not 
remember 
ever 
having 
time 
enough to finish all the important mat- 
ters at one sitting. 
Affairs kept Miss 
Gould rushed from morning till night, 
and she was the last person In tho 
world who seemed to have the slight- 
est daim to one quiet hour of her 
time." 


People who 
write 
"personal" on 
their letters of appeal to Miss Gould, 
and fondly imagine that this mark se- 
cures her 
individual attention. aro> 
very much mistaken, says Miss Field. 


"They do not realize that at the 
time their letters are received three 
hundred or more similar ones come 
into the house." 
Some letters are 
immediately torn up. 
The ones that 
begin *My dear Mr. Carnegie" or "My 
dear Mr. Vanderbilt" meet that fate, 
Miss Gould probably feeling that peo- 
ple who mix their begging letters like 
that deserve little consideration. 


Some letters are marked by the sec- 
retary who reads them with a sign 
meaning "Not worthy of a reply"— 
such, for instance, as requests for "a 
million dollars or a set of false teeth." 
Some are marked to be answered hy 
an engraved form of refusal—"Miss 
Gould feels that she cannot respond 
to your request 
. . 
. at this time." 
etc. Not Infrequently this form comes 
back to Miss Gould after a year or 
two, inclosed In a second appeal say- 
ing 'that the writer Is sure that Miss 
Gould is ^villlng "by this time to ful- 
fill the promise made in the letter in- 
dosed herewith." The letters request- 
ing charity are mostly put in the 
hands of a stenographer to be an- 
swered, but the large numbers of bus- 
iness letters from the beads of the 
various charities in which Miss Gould 
is interested have her ï)ersonal atten- 
tion. 
The file of them 
is 'always 
ready for 
her—a 
secretary 
having 
read them and jotted down the chief 
points on the envelopes—and when- 
ever she has a bit of leisure she goes 
through 
some, 
the, "leisure" being 
when she is In the hands of her hair- 
dresser or her manicure, or when she 
is eating a hurried luncheon from a 
tray in her room. 


Many letters come from "cranks"— 
some savoring so seriously of black- 
mail that they are placed in the hands 
of a lawyer. Letters from cranks sel- 
.dom get beyond the secretaries, un- 
less they happen to be funny enough 
to give to Miss Gould, "who is too 
serious and almost overburdened with 
her responsibilities," a chance for a 
good laugh. 


Wedding 
rings—which 
frequently 
come to Miss Gould along with uie 
offers of marriage she receives—are 
always returned by registered letter, 
for sometimes they have cost as much 
as 10 cents, or even more, and If thej 
were not returned Miss Gould might 
be accused of keeping the ring with- 
out fulfilling her obligations. 
Gifts 
with strings attached are 
returned, 
but those which are genuine expres- 
sions of appreciation of her work are 
kQpt. 
Special pleasure 
does 
Miss 
Gçuld take in her cabinet of souve- 
nirs from soldiers and sailors, "and 
so wonderful Is her memory," says 
MUs Field, "that the history of each 
gift is fresh in her mind." 


"Society as It is known today does 
not Interest Miss Gould in the least, 
except to deplore its shallowness," 
«ays the writer. 
Her social secre- 
tary keeps her long visiting list in 
order and up to date, and during the 
season hands her »eaclï day the "at 
home" cards for that day, and carda 
are sent to the many upon whom It id 
not possible for her to call. 
Upon a 
few she calls, and it is the older 
people, her mother's friends, whom 
she sees oftenest and with whom she 
is happiest. 
She Is shy about meet- 
ing people, and always prefers to 
slip out quietly after paying her re- 
spects to the hostess. 


IJut M^ss Gould in "society" and 
Miss Gould making good times 
at 
Lyndhurst, her Tarrytown home, for 
small boys and girls who otherwise 
mliiht not have many 
good 
time«, 


perhaps, are two very different per- 
sons. 
"Her summers are lived for 
children," says Miss Field. The Gould 
kennels, home of the famous prize- 
winning St. Bernards, are converted 
into a modern cooking school, where 
girls—and 
boys, too—learn to pre- 
pare sinirte 
dainty 
dishes. 
Then, 
there Is the sewing school, fending in 
the autumn with a glorious big lawn 
party, at which Miss Gould "gocfe from 
one group to another, her 
face as 
merry as those of the chlldrGn." 
For 
the boys there is the clubhouse Miss 
Gould bujlt near Lyndhurst, where 
they have gymnastics 
and 
manual 
training, and she takes great pride 
in asking her guests to be seated in 
a certain comfortable Morris 
chair 
"made by my little boys of Lyndhurst 
Club." 


Once a group of one hundred chil- 
dren from the Home for the Friend- 
less were coming to Lyndhurst on a 
nutting excursion. 
The day before 
they were to come Miss Gould made 
a sad discovery; some one had gath- 
ered all the chestnuts from under the 
trees! 
Posthaste she sent to New 
York for several bushels 
of 
nuts, 
which were pcattered broadcast un- 
der the trees. 
It is a pretty story, 
and one which gives a better notion 
of her character, perhaps, than many 
an act which made more noise in the 
world. 


In spite of the great care exerdsed 
by Miss Gould and her helpers in re- 
sponding to appeals for help, she Is^ 
sometimes fooled—more often almost 
so. 
Once there came an appeal os- 
tensibly from a woman on the East 
Side, in New York. 
She was about 
to become a mother; her husband had 
no work; 
no money. 
Would 
Miss 
Gould send her a few simple gar- 
ments for the little one that was com- 
ing? 
Miss Gould instructed her sec- 
retary to purchase an outfit and take 
it to the address given. 
The secre- 
tary, being very busy, sent a messeng- 
er with the outfit. Next day came a 
letter expressing gratitude, but also 
dismay; the baby was twins! 
Prompt- 
ly the kindhearted Miss Gould dis- 
patched a duplicate outfit, and later 
in the day the secretary went over to 
the TSast Side tenement house and 
found the rooms with the 
address 
given in the- letter—but no poverty 
stricken 
mother, 
no 
babies. 
The 
"twins" were two little old men. who 
sat amiably together there, contented- 
ly emptying a bottle of whiskey pur- 
chased with what the pawnbroker had 
given them for the baby clothes. 


Ginseng and Belladonna Growing In 


California. 


Recent Investigations made by the 
State Board 
of Trade 
demonstrate 
that the growing of ginseng can be 
made very profitable in 
California, 
although the plant is not indigenous 
to the State. 
All the requisites of 
soil, moisture, and climate are to be 
found In California. 


One tract of land located In Santa 
Clara County, containing 
over 
100 
acres, was planted in ginseng about 
two years ago, and gives 
flattering 
promise of good returns next year, 
when the first crop Is to be harvest- 
ed. 
Another tract in Marin County 
was planted a little later than the 
one In Santa Clara County, and now 
gives promise of yielding equally well. 


Ginseng is a drug used as a basis 
for almost all Chinese remedies. 
It 
sells in the market in Its natural 
state for about ?8.50 a pound, while 
the fluid extract commands a higher 
price. 
The Chinese buy all that is to 
be had, and ship it to China. 
It ts 
gathered in many eastern States ana 
in the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 


Extensive experiments and Investi- 
gations have also been made recently 
in the Gardens of Medical Plants in 
San Francisco, and at other points In 
California, in regard to the cultiva- 
tion of the belladonna plant. 
These 
experiments show that it will grow 
very successfully in the State. There 
are movements now on foot to en- 
gage in its cultivation in California, 
on a very large scale. The raising, It 
Is claimed, Is decidedly profitable, as 
the price is good and the demand for 
this drug constantly'on the Increase. 
—Scientific American.

The theory that the germs of tu- 
fterculOBls get Into the human sys- 
tem chiefly through the medium of 
cow's milk Is discounted In Japan, 
where such milk Is practically un- 
known, while the mortality from tu- 
berculosis is nevertheless very great, 
being in Tokio about one-fifth of the 
total number of deaths. 


Science has shown that during ihm 
life of an organism there Is k con- 
stant breaking down of the complex 
Bubstance of the body, associated with' 
an 
equally 
constant 
upbuilding, 
whereby waste is repaired, 
growth 
rendered possible, and the production 
of new individuals made practicable. 
Without 
such 
chemical 
disintegra- 
tion, 
or 
death, 
the 
energy neces- 
sary for carrying on the life-process 
would not be forthcoming. 
Hence 
the absolute truth of the statement 
that death is necessary to life. 


Mosquitoes 
are 
found to 
prefer 
negroes to whites, a black dog to a 
white one, and a dark-colored resting 
place. 
Careful tests have been ex- 
tended to great numbers of anophees, w 
showing that they choose colors in 
the order of dark blue, 
dark 
red, 
brown, red. black, gray and violet, 
and that azure, ochre and white are 
distasteful and yellow extremely so. 
Confirming these results on 150 mos- 
quitoes, a Swiss malaria expert has 
found that thre^-fourths settle 
on 
dark colors. 


Novel experiments by Prof. A. Du- 
rlg h&ve proved that, while alcohol 
is theoretically a food, its efficiency 
Is so small that half a gallon would 
be required to run the human ma- 
chine for a day's mountain cllmblni^.

Poplar is best adapted 
for this treatment, results with oak 
and pine being less satisfactory. 


When the chemist inserts a small 
Jet of flaming hydrogen into a vessel 
of liquid oxygen tho hydrogen con- 
tinues to burr, rriving oit snow in- 
stead of smoke. 
V'.ie snow is formed 
by the instantaneous freezing of the 
water created by the combination of 
the burning hydrogen with the oxy- 
gen inclosing it. • When liquid air is 
cooled until it becomes semi-solid it 
is found that the oxygen may be 
drawn out of the mass by m^ans of a 
magnet, leaving a jelly of pure nitro- 
gen. 


The Largest Cave in the West. 
Two gold-prospectors recently dis- 
covered in the Santa Susanna Moun- 
tains, about fifty miles from Los An- 
geles, CaL. the largest and most re- 
markable cave in western America. 
While 
looking for 
Indications o£ 
gold, they found an opening which 
they entered. 
The opening led to 
a great cavern, consisting of many 
passages, some of them wide, but 
most of they narrow and lofty. 
The 
passages Ifead into great halls, some 
containing an acre, studded with sta- 
lagmites 
and stalactites, 
in some 
cases so thickly that It Is difficult 
to get through. 
The walls of one of 
these halls are covered with 
rude 
drawings, some almost 
obliterated, 
but others still clear. 
The drawings 
represent 
incidents of 
the chase, 
showing Indians on foot, pursuing 
bear, deer and other animals. 
One 
wall-painting shows the bear pursu- 
ing tho hunter. 
The work Is done 
with a soft, red stone, much used 
by the Indiana for that purpose.— 
Scientific American.

The most brilliant and decisive of 
Lawrence's

that of 
Golden Rock. 
The French, advanc- 
ing on Trichinopoli, determined to 
drive the English, who held the Rock, 
into the city. 
The Rock was de- 
fended by a weak force of sepoys. 
Lawrence's army was on the plain. 


The French made an assault and 
captured the Rock. 
Lawrence, with 
a hastily collected force of not quite 
a thousand 
of English and 
sepoy 
men, stood little apparent 
chance 
against a vastly superior force of a 
triumphant 
enemy. 
He 
hesitated 
but a moment, however. 


"It is better to die advancing than 
retreating," he declared. 


The attack on the Rock was made 
with such vigor and impetuosity that 
the 
astonished 
and 
bewildered 
French were driven out In panic at 
the very moment they were exulting 
over victory. 
A British officer says 
of this feat of arms: 


"Nothing finer was ever performed 
in any part of the world than this 
assault, by a handful of grenadiers, 
upon Golden Rock, held by the enemy 
who had just captured it, and whose 
army was formed at the base, 
it 
was one of those deeds of heroism 
which deserve to be recorded in the 
archieves of national, history, never 
to be suffered, as is this case, to fall 
Into oblivion."—Youth's Companion.

larger than the foot, so as to provide 
room for the bath. 
The ankle*fits 
closely. 
Above the ankle are hand 
pieces, to assist in putting on or tak- 
ing oft the slipper. 
By placing a 
small quantity of the desired bath in 
the slipper the wearer can prolong 
the bath Indefinitely without seclu- 
sion, replenishing or exposure to cold 
air.

you wanted to move your household 
furniture you hired a certain num- 
ber of cargadors. 
For house mov- 
ing they generally work In pairs, 
each pair having a hand truck, which 
they pick up and carry, when it la 
loaded, for It has no wheels. 
In 
Mexico City there are still hundreds 
of these hand trucks, though 
one 
may now find plenty of carts, wagons 
and 
heavy 
movln^; 
trucks.

are also regular transfer companies. 
But all of these are of recent Impor- 
tation.—Mexican Herald.

He did not appear, hdwever, and a 
search was instituted later in the after- 
noon. 
This resulted in the finding of the 
body about 5 o'clock in a spring near the 
farm buildings. 
When 
discovered 
the 
young man was sitting erect against the 
wall of the one side of the spring and his 
feet proppeii firmly against the opposite 
side, with his head above the water, the 
water in the spring being only about 18 
inches deep. 
His hat was lying on the 
ground close to the spring. 


The body was taken in charge by un- 
dertaker Trimmer, of East Berlin, and an 
inquest was held Thursday, at which the 
body was examined by several physicians, 
who pronounced the cause of death a mys* 
tery. 
There was no water in the body 
indicating death by drowning, nor marks 
of violence indicating sell-destruction by 
other 
means, 
A verdict was therefore 
rendered that the young man came to his 
death in some manner unknown to the 
jury. 


It is presumed by many that the young 
man had laid down to drink from the 
spring when he turned somersault into 
the water. 


The funeral was held from his late home 
Saturday morning, interment being made 
at Bermudian.

that "all pleasure, all enjoyment and 
all good consist. 
All want and all 
pain and the whole of the so-called 
Welt Schmerz are due to restraints 
of ono sort or another upon this ex- 
ercise." 


When there Is no other form of 
this pain there remain the pains of 
ennui, the most Insufferable of all. 
These are tho miseries of the leisure 
ones. 
They must work or suffer the 
pangs unendurable of nothing to do. 
Normally they do follow 
Veblen's 
splendid instinct of workmanship and 
do something useful and are scienti- 
fic, artistic, 
philosophic, 
religious. 
And abnormally they give balls to the 
monkeys. 


They work abnormally. In part be- 
cause certain 
sorts of 
movements 
have been labeled play and patrician 
and certain other sorts have been 
labeled work and outcaste. 
That is 
one reason why we like and dislike 
them. 
And part of the dislike, is 
lack of ability. 
Some play is higher 
caste than work, and some play is 
easier than work. 


Time was when none of us could 
work. 
The human race was a child 
at play in desultory, dallying, spas- 
jnodic activities. 
It could sleep, eat, 
laugh, but it could not work. 
In the 
beginning no one liked to work and 
no one could work, and only through 
centuries on centuries 
of 
enforced 
toil have the fittest to work learned 
to work and survived to work. 
The 
original problem, says Lester Ward, 
the captain of the sociologists, was 
how to make men work. 


The human race has been radically 
transformed 
in this respect. 
The 
modern 
industrious artisan or 
la- 
borer is unlike his primitive ancestor. 
Compare him with the North Ameri- 
can Indian for some little idea of this 
gross Indifference. 
Compare him es- 
pecially with those tribes that have 
adhered to the tribal customs and 
have adopted none of the habits of 
tho Europeans. 


Only those who have had consid- 
erable to do with these races realize 
how impossible it is for them to do 
anything that we call work. 
The 
total lack of power of application, 
especially among the men, is an al- 
most universal characteristic, 
It is 
the daily drudgeries of the women 
folk busy with the eternal feminine 
round of feeding and clothing and 
'giving birth to the world, incessantly 
performed, that bear semblance to 
the steadiness of modern labors. Men 
of the primitive typo would be per-

worlds to conquer, and demand bet- 
ter, heavier, more wonderful work 
than they well can do. 


But meantime some sorts of work 
are losing caste. 
Imagine 
a 
child 
playing with a ball, tossing it hap- 
hazard as it will, and letting the ball 
lie when wearied, which will bo right 
soon. 
To try taking aim would be 
be Irksomely difficult. 
But 
under 
fear of a whip or torment he does 
take aim and learns to pitch and 
catch, and joins a baseball nine, and 
by now he likes pitching fancy curves 
and will have nothing to do with any- 
thing less dlfllcult. That is a parable 
of the opprobrium attached by us 
haughty humans to certain sorts of 
toil. 


It is all artificial, this distaite for 
labor. 
M. Adolphe Coste, the promi- 
nent professor, has studied it all out 
and he has shown the rest of us who 
are less prominent in affairs of socio- 
logy that employments which now are 
exclusively followed by the working 
class and which no gentleman of leis- 
ure would deign to pursue were tho 
pride of the greatest men of anti- 
quity. 


Many of these were expert masons, 
carpenters, tanners, forgers, dyers. 
The men of to-day avIII not tan and 
carpenter, but they will row and fish 
and follow the chase for the satisfac- 
tory reason that these are among 
the privileged pursuits, whereas reap- 
ing corn and sowing are peasant oc- 
cupations which folk of high degree 
are obliged to disdain, although their 
natural faculties and capacities may 
be prime for a farmer's life. 


All the race practices useful arts, 
practiced them until their toils took 
caste and the lower castes fell into 
disrepute and were permitted only 
to people of low degree. 


In and of itself there is nothing 
odious in work which does not ex- 
haust the system. 
Both body and 
mind enjoy activlfles when they are 
not fatigued with the effort to satisfy 
the needs of existence.

It will be 
done."

a way for redeeming our pristine 
pleasures In useful labor.—Michigan 
Tradesman. 


A Link With the Past.

House, so tradition says, that young 
Lord Compton carried off Sir John 
Spencer's only daughter in a baker's 
basket under the very eyes of her 
father; and in the ditches close by 
a Dunkirk pirate, with a dozen of his 
men, lay in waiting to kidnap the 
wealthy merchant on his way home 
from the city. 
Lord Keeper Coven- 
try lived for a'time 
at Canonbury 
Houso, and In 1685 the Earl of Den- 
bigh died there. 
Among later men 
of note whom this historic house has 
sheltered 
wero 
Speaker 
Onslow, 
Humphreys, 
an eighteenth century 
poet of some repute, and, chief of all, 
Oliver Goldsmith, whose room is still 
pointed out on the first floor of the 
tower.—-Dundee Advertiser,

Estimating an annual increaso of 
tv/cnty per cent, for several years In 
the acreage under wheat, an estimate 
fftlly attained by the actual conditions 
of 1904, 1905 and 1 906, we have a 
total acreage of 8,580,000 in 1910, 
which, at an average yield of twenty 
bushels to the acre, would give a crop 
of 171,600,000 bushels. This is about 
the amount annually 
imported 
by 
Great Britain, and It does not seem 
unreasonable to assume that Canada 
may soon be able to feed the Mother 
Country. 
Of course not all the wheat 
can be exported. 
Beside the item of 
home consumption—a growing fea- 
ture, with the expansion of city life 
there is an amount needed for seed- 
ing, requiring on the average a bushel 
and a half to every acre cultivated. 
We shall not, therefore, have 171,- 
000,000 bushels to export as soon as 
that amount is harvested, but each 
year the golden stream 
of 
wheat 
flows wider and swifter and deeper 
down to the lakes, and the develop- 
ment of only one or two additional 
years would cover the shortage. Thus 
it will be seen that the day when 
western Canada has fully earned Its 
title of John Bull's bread-basket Is

places 
where they knew they

And 
rattlesnakes 
in abundance. 
About 
midday 
the rattlers are all out of 
their dens, coiled up in the cooking 
sun. 
The bucks would 
poke 
the 
first rattler, they could find with the 
long pole. 
A rattler, unlike common 
snakes, always s-hows fight in pref- 
erence 
to 
escaping. 
Tbe 
snake 
would thus repeatedly strike at the 
liver with its fangs imtil its poison 
was all used up. whereupon it would 
quit striking and try slowly to move 
n. 
Tlie bucks would then hunt up 
another rattler and repeat the

formance, keeping up with the work 
until the liver was well soaked with 
punke poison.
